ATHLETIC CONSTITUTION OF 
UNIVERSITY MAY BE CHANGED 

Students Pass Resolution Proposing Radical Change in 
Method of Athletic Control— Stormy Scenes as Pur- 
port of Resolution is Explained— Value of Impending 
Change To All Concerned Made Clear. 



The outcome oi the special meeting 
of the Students' Society held in the 
Union yesterday afternoon was the 
adoption of the following resolution^ 
with the amendment, that of the three 
students on the board, all three be 
elected by the student body, but that 
two be nominated by council. 

Resolvrd: That the Students' So- 
ciety of McGill University recommend 
to the Standing Committee on Physi- 
cal Education of McGill University the 
formation of an "Athletic Governing 
Board" to control and administer all 
athletics and athletic monies of Mc- 
Gill University. , 

Also that that portion of the univer- 
sal fee of each student, namely, $3.00, 
formerly expended by the Students' 
Council for athletic purposes, be in 
future transferred to the Athletic Gov- 
erning Board. 

Also: "That the composition of the 
said Athletic Governing Board be as 
follows : — 

The Principal ex-orficio. 

The Director of the Department of 
Physical Education. 

Three members appointed from the 
Faculty, one of whom shall be the 
nursar. 

Three members appointed from the 
Graduates' Society, one of whom shall 
be a member of the Stadium Com- 
mittee. 

Three members from the Students' 
Society, two of whom shall be nom- 
inated by the Students' Council and all 
elected from the Students' Society. 

Though the meeting was poorly at- 
tended, the enthusiasm displayed by 
those present was gratifying, and the 
discussion on the proposed resolution 
waxing very hot at times. 

C. D. Fraser, secretary of the Coun- 
cil, opened the meeting by reading the 
Cumules, which were declared adopted. 
Following this, R. L. Hamilton, presi- 
dent of the Council outlined the pur- 
pose, of the special meeting, saying 
that he would deal with the points of 
perhaps lesser importance first, leaving 
the major point to the latter part of 
the meeting. 

Hamilton raid that advertising con 
ditions in lîie "Daily" were so bad at 
the beginning of this year that the 
Council feared that they would have 
to cease publication. Since the cam 
paign, which was held some time ago, 
matters had improved to some extent, 
though there was still much to be 
desired. He urged the men to give 
their whole-hearted support to the 
"Daily." which is so important a fac- 
tor in student life. It was necessary, 
he continued, to patronize those firms 
who advertise in the "Daily."' and if 
this were not always possible, to men- 
tion to those firms that they did pat- 
ronize, that they were McGill men. 

The next point taken up was the 
apparent apathy of the students in 
athletic matter*. The student body of 
late has given little or no support to 
the various teams. Examples of this 
lack of college spirit being seen in 
lamentable attendance at the Varsity- 
McGill game and at the boxing elim- 
inations held on Saturday. In order 
that these teams be successful, they 
must be not only made up of men who 
are masters of their particular branch 
of sport, but the students must also 
give to the teams the backing that 
means so much towards success. 

Following this, Rochester read the 
resolution giren above. Hamilton 
then proceeded to outline to those 
present, the reasons for the Councils' 
proposing this new measure. At pre- 
sent, there was practically no co-op- 
eration between students, graduates 
and members of the faculty as regards 
athletics. Many members of the fac- 
ulty took little or no interest in conv 
petitive athletics at college, and the 
resolution as read, if passed, would be 
a means of bringing the faculty in 
closer toueh with extra curricular mat- 
ters at college. This matter applies 
likewise to the graduates, the support 
of whom is most invaluable to the un- 
dergraduates. 

Little was known by the student 
body as to how athletics were run in 
college at present, and with this fact 
in mind, Hamilton outlined briefly 
the method of athletic government in 
■* vogue at present. 

The Council of the Athletic Associ- 
ation consists of the presidents of ev- 
ery athletic club in college. The min- 
utes of all meetings held by the execu- 
tive of the athletic association are sub- 
mitted to the department of Physical 
Education, who must pass on them 
before anything contained in them can 
become official. 

At the present tii*n members of the 
Faculty have not devoted much of 
their «pare time to giving s> those stu- 



dents who have missed regular lec- 
tures due to their competing in inter- 
collegiate sports, such aid as they have 
fallen in need of. In addition to this 
there is the point that students com- 
peting in iiiter-collegiatp athletic ac- 
tivities are not credited with attend- 
ance for lectures missed on that ac- 
count. 

The very evident lack of support 
on the part of the graduates is also to 
be deplored. In other universities, 
both in Cwada and in the United 
States, graduates were always at the 
back and call of their Alma Mater, 
either with pecuniary assistance, or in 
offering to coach various teams in the 
college, also by the formation of Boos- 
tcrs' clubs throughout the country. In- 
somuch as such control over athletics 
as the students at present exercise, is 
done so through the Student' Council, 
this control was necessarily imperfect, 
as the personnel of the Council was 
constantly changing, and those on the 
board had little time to find out what 
was really the matter with the ivay 
athletics are run at the University at 
present. It would be much • better if 
the control of the athletic." were vest- 
ed in part, in the hands of a salaried 
graduate manager, to whom the pre- 
sidents of the various athletic clubs 
could appeal directly for any assist- 
ance that they .were" in need of. Cer- 
tainly from an economic point of view 
this would also be of decided udvan- 
*age. 

Under the proposed change, the 
monies used for athletic purposes 
would not be handled by the Students' 
Council as heretofore, but would be 
placed in the hands of the graduate 
manager. 

The salary of this manager would 
not conic from the students' money, 
but from the college funds, as this 
manager would be one of the em- 
ployees of the department of Physical 
Education, which is supported from 
the college funds. 

The proposed governing board would 
be subject to the present Physical 
Education Committee, but as several 
of the members of the physical edu- 
cation committee will also be mem- 
bers of the Athletic Governing Board, 
there will be a considerable amount of 
co-operation between the two bodies, 
and anything that passes the Athletic 
Control Board will probably pass the 
Physical Education Committee, as 
those members of the Physical Edu- 
cation Committee on the Athletic 
Board would only give their assent to 
such matters as they deemed suitable 
and of benefit to the student body at 
large. 

In answer to question as to what 
would be the connection between the 
Students' Council and the Board of 
Control, Hamilton pointed out that as 
those members of the undergraduate 
body who were on the Board would 
also be members of the Students' 
Council, an excellent link between the 
two bodies would be formed, and 
through this link, the students would 
be directly connected with the Ath- 
letic Board of Control. 

Another point of vast importance 
that was brought out was that if there 
were any deficit in the athletic de- 
partment, as there had been unfortu- 
nately in the past few years, the stu- 
dents would have the college to fall 
back on for at least some measure of 
financial support, thus insuring the 
students that there would be no cur- 
tailing oi athletic activities. 

The most important point about the 
measure as proposed is that it will 
serve as a medium of bringing the 
graduates into closer contact with 
athletic activities, and indirectly give 
to college athletic activities some much 
required financial assistance. 

J. L. O'Brien questioned the right of 
the Students' Council to appoint two 
of the three undergraduates who were 
to be on the board. If the students on 
the board were to represent the stu- 
dent body, they should be elected from 
this body at large, and not he chosen 
by one particular group of men. 

In answering this point, Hamilton 
said that most of the men about the 
campus knew comparatively little 
about athletic activities at college, and 
for that reason were not in as good a 
position to elect men to act in the im- 
portant capacity of members of an 
Athletic Board of Control as was the 
Students' Council. 

As far as the feasibility of the plan 
was concerned, it was pointed out by 
Foss that the plan had worked success- 
fully at Toronto. Queens, and many 
American colleges, and that all Mc- 
Gill could do under the circumstances 
was ot bow before these other col- 
leges who had carried' on their athletic

ARTS UND RGRAD 
MEETING IN UNION 



To Discuss Proposed Amend- 
ment To-night 



The executive of the Arts Under- 
graduate Society has completed its 
plans for this evening's very import- 
ant meeting in the Union. A record 
attendance is imperative, owing to the 
magnitude of the business on hand, 
and those there are assured of a de- 
lightful programme following the 
transaction of the more serious part 
of the evening's proceedings. With the 
purpose in view of ending the old con- 
flict between the Arts and Commerce 
students, and of defining the Society'* 
future policy, a proposed amendment 
to the constitution of the Arts Un- 
dergraduate Society has been drawn 
up which is as follows: — 

A. — All male students — undergrad- 
uates, conditioned undergraduates or 
partial students in the Faculty of Arts 
who have paid their membership fee 
shall be active members of the Society, 
except : 

1. — Undergraduates and condi- 
tioned undergraduates registered in 
the School of Commerce. 

2. — Partial students taking the 
majority of their courses in Com- 
merce. 

3. — Partial students taking an 
equal number of courses in Arts and 
Commerce, who have stated their 
preference to be considered as Com- 
merce students. 

B. — All graduates of the Faculty of 
Arts, except graduates of the School 
of Commerce, shall be honorary mem- 
bers of the Society. 

Wallace Willard, an Arts' pianist of 
more than considerable fame, has or- 
ganized a talented orchestra which 
will render McGill and other popular 
songs. The well-known local sleight- 
of-hand artis'. George Williams has 
consented to be present, and will pro- 
vide entertainment with innumerable 
tricks.

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NO PLACE FOR "CRABBING" 



At a. meeting; of the Students' Society held yesterday afternoon 
in the Union, there was a deplorable readiness upon the part of 
Borne few present to take the opportunity offered to them of re- 
marking upon what they termed "a lack of college spirit," evident 
so 'they assured those attending, by poor support tendered receni 
games, and also by the rather ( sparse attendance at yesterday's 
gathering, called for the purpose of discussing the proposed altera- 
tion in the status of athletics at- McGill. In our opinion such a 
procedure was exceedingly poor policy. In the first place, nothing 
will ever be gained by a reiteration of a statement which we be- 
lieve to he false : that there is a wfcnt of college spirit at McGill. Tc 
appeal for support is justifiable; to assert that it is lacking is, to say 
the least, impolite. It is by convincing the undergraduate that Hi 
5s in the minority in his failure to support the efforts of his fellow 
students, and not by instilling in him the belief that such apathy is 
merely indicative of the general attitude about the* University, tha< 
lie will be induced to change his behaviour and to become a part of 
the mass of students who lend their time and energy to a further 
ancc of college activity. In short, "crabbing" will result in no bene 
fit ï "it should not be countenanced, and should be replaced by a 
genuine effort to "boost," which has never yet failed in an attain- 
ment of its objective. Secondly, censure was not due the few whe 
were on hand yesterday, and whose evidence of interest was their 
presence at the meeting. 

In connection with such meetings of the Students' Society it 
may well be pointed out that the time permitted, due to the lateness 
of the hour of commencement for the discussion of problems of such 
vital importance as that considered yesterday, is far too limited to 
allow of ample thought being given. Gatherings similar to the one 
mentioned arc not too frequent, surely, when the topic is of such 
wide concern, to render the cessation of lectures an hour earlier 
upon the day of the meeting a handicap to professor or student. Such 
a liberty would most certainly be conducive to a greater attendance 
and to a more thorough investigation of the facts than can be accom- 
plished when all minds arc centered upon the advisability of leaving 
as..soon as possblc to avoid being late for supper. It is but another 
means by which the Faculty may co-operate with the Students' 
Society. 



EDITORIAL NOTE 



Judging from the views expressed at the .gajjiering of the Stu- 
dents' Society, which took place yesterday afîmîobn, the proposal 
mooted by the Council for a new mode of control of athletics at Mc- 
Gill tnct with general approval. Undoubtedly it was the impression 
that change is imperative, rather than the merit of the suggestion, 
which has, after all, to prove itself, which prompted such an over- 
whelming show of hands in favour of bringing the question before 
the university authorities. Although it appeared from the outline 
of the plan given yesterday that the power of the Department of 
Physical Education would be final under the new system, in that all 
decisions of the Athletic Governing Board would be subject to its 
ultimate ratification, the undeniable benefit of the institution of the 
Board, including, as it would, Faculty and Graduate representation, 
would be by this means it would serve as an agent for co-operation 
between the students and the Faculty, and as an incentive for 
graduate support. As such it deserved the endorsatiou which it 
received at yesterday's meeting.

But whereas the total 
income from such reduced rates might 
not be kept up to its present level by 
increased attendance, it would be 
necessary to devise a method of keep- 
ing the net revenue up to its present 
standard, or better still, of increasing 
it S, 

In certain colleges of another coun- 
try (where it was pointed out there 
arc many millionaires), students sub- 
scribe enough to the universal foe to 
allow themselves to be supplied with 
season tickets for admission to ath- 
letic games. But here, where we are 
not so rich, this would raise the fee 
to such an extent as to seriously in- 
commode many hard working stu-

Following Mr. Gaboury's suggestion 
of the afternoon (which was not much 
discussed, due to lack of time), I 
would dike to suggest some, such half- 
way measures, as the following:

S In a closely contested basketball game 
ïasi night, in the High School gymnasium

The two teams were very evenly 
matched, and play sec-sawed from one 
side of the floor to the other. In the 
firs:; period play was fast and many bas 
ïtcii were lost to both sides by the 
speed with which the players tossed tuc 
b;ii: when there was no one wtihin scv 
era! feet of them. Dents, proved par- 
ticularly skillful in casing long shots 
dropping several in front well out near 
the centre of the floor. The play was 
fast and the checking rough and heavy 
Towards the end of the period Science 
obtained the lead, hut by a remarkable' 
rally the young dentists dropped the 
ball through the ring three times in 
quick succession. This put them one 
Up, and llic first half closed with the 
score 14 — 13 in their favour. 

In the last half the plumbers' aggre 
ghiiuil look the floor with thai "do or 
die' - look in their eyes, and from the 
siarl showed more fight than in the pre. 
vious half. The Science forwards went 
lo it with a will, and soon pul their team 
ill the load. In their anxiety to score, 
however, they committed sonic personal 
fouis and lost themselves three points in 
this way. During the latter moments 
of the game the play took on a rough and 
tumble aspect, in which Science came out 
on top. The game finished with the 
score 2-1—19 in favour of the latter. 



In a game that was a poor exhibition 
of basketball the Presbyterian five de- 
feated that of the Congregational Col 
lege by the score of 21—3 last night in 
Molson Hall. The play was at times 
very rough, and both sides displayed a 
tendency to adopt tactics that could not 
strictly be termed basketball. The P.C. 
assumed the lead in the early stages of 
the game, and held it consistently till 
the final whistle sounded. At no time 
were the Congos able to hit their strde 
— their shooting was erratic and the 
long shots which they mainly relied on 
were ineffective.

PSYCHOLOGISTS TO 
HEAR DR. DAWJON 

Psychology From the Soci- 
ologist's Standpoint 



The social application of the prinoiplcs 
pies of psychology is one of the most 
important considerations of the practical 
psychologist. This interesting question 
will be discussed tiy the Psychological 
Society at their next meeting oil Wed- 
nesday. 

Dr. C. A. Dawson, Associate Profes- 
sor of Social Science and Director of 
the Department of Social Service, will 
deliver a paper entitled "Psychology as 
the Sociologist sees it." This will be 
followed as usual, by discussion; This 
topic should be of great interest to those 
who are studying cither psychology or 
sociology. Studarts of Prof. Dawson's 
department, as well as all others inter- 
ested, are invited by the Society to be 
present.

The following interview with Arthur 
Wynn, leading actor in the company 
now presenting a revival of the "Beg- 
gars' Opera*, appeared in the Yale 
Daily News last week, when the play 
was produced in New Haven: 

"Three years ago this coming May," 
said Mr. Wjynn, "a gentleman in Eng- 
land conceited what he believed to be 
a pleasant means of idling away two 
care-free' summer months. The gen- 
tleman in question was Sir Thdmas 
Bcccham; his idea was a revival of 
John Gay's 'The Beggar's Opera'; the 
result has been a theatrical success 
which threatens to run indefinitely. 

"In the summer of 1920, 'The Beg- 
gar's Opera' opened in the Lyric The- 
atre, Mammcrsmith, London, for a run 
not to exceed two months' duration. 
The instant popularity of the revival 
soon precluded any possibility of a 
closing, however, and the following 
winter a company was sent to present 
it in America. 

This company included one half of 
the original cast and its presentation 
met with such success that a second 
trip was planned for 1921. A return 
to England was made each year in 
May in order that the reunited cast 
might celebrate the anniversary of the 
play. The present lour is their third 
time in America. 

"In the reviewing of 'The Beggar's 
Opera' the costumes and scenery were 
designed by the late C. Louvat Fraser.- 
the music revised by Frederick Austin, 
and the actual production handled by 
Nigel Playfair. The book was also 
somewhat altered by Arnold Bennett." 

Mr. Wynti also mentioned the inter- 
esting fact that the popularity of the 
play has given rise to a club known 
as "The Beggar's Opera Club," with 
qualification for membership depend- 
ing upon the number of performances 
of the play which the applicant has' 
witnessed. 

When Mr. Wynn returned to Lon- 
don last summer the qualifications had 
risen to fifty, and one man reported 
that he had just attended his one hun- 
dredth performance. 

In spite of the fact that John Gay, 
author of "The Beggar's Opera," died 
in 1734, the offices of the producers 
have received innumerable letters, ad* 
dressed to Mr. Gay, in regard to con- 
tracts and hotel accommodations, The 
greatest blunder of all, however, was 
perpetrated by the Income Tax Board, 
in writing the deceased Mr. Gay and 
demanding an immediate report. Nigel 
Playfair, in answering this letter, po- 
litely informed the board that John 
Gay was no longer composing but de- 
composing.

ihead of us, and without a job to step 
nto after graduation. Some students 
■orae to college for the express purpose 
■)f "finding" themselves. They arc un- 
.blc to come to a decision before and 
hope to be better able to judge and 
choose a life work with the added experi- 
ence of a college training. 

The sem'or who is expecting to step out 
into a waiting world with his diploma 
'.ucked away under his arm, and that 
everything will come his way is doomed 
to a sad disappointment. There arc 
plenty of positions in the country to-day 
for the technically trained men, but they 
are not to be seen banging around the 
•ampus entrances wau'ting for the 'boys to 
:omc out and "pick. of f the plum." Now 
's lime to get in touch with any of 
.he positions that may be available tor 
you next yeaf. Do not wait until senior 
vacation to begin. The man who waits 
until the last month to get him a job will 
probably find all the good ones taken. He 
will be like a locomotive with steam up 
and no place to go. 



Perhaps the plebian may consider 
the college man affected and perhaps 
officious, if not contumelious, should 
he display any proclivity toward lin- 
guistic flexibility or elasticity of dic- 
tion. In fact, one of the most conven- 
tional forms of modern humor consists 
in the use of an exuberance of large 
words, or superfluous verbosity, as it 
is commonly called, the use of "coun- 
tenance" or "physiognomy" when 
"face" is to be implied, the use of "ap- 
pellation" when "name" is meant, and 
the spontaneous effervescing and scin- 
tillating philogoical accomplishments. 
However, the possession of a resource- 
ful vocabulary, which can be recalled 
with the greatest of ease, facility and 
tranquility, is no incrimination nor in- 
dictment against the proprietor, but 
rather an attribute of no inconsider- 
able worth. 

In plain English, it is pretty nice to 
nave a lot of words that you can roll 
off the tip of your tongue when they 
ire needed. It is not advisable to go 
Around as if you had swallowed the 
dictionary and were coughing it up a 
word at a time, or to go the extreme 
presented in the first paragraph. This 
extreme is, however, not the one which 
is most frequently reached. It is on 
the other side of the fence that most of 
us rind ourselves. It has been said 
that the vocabulary of the average 
student consists of one hundred words, 
ninety-nine of which arc profane. Of 
course, this statement must be accept- 
ed at its real value and not to be taken 
literally, but how often have you found 
yourself groping around for the right 
word, and how many times have you 
cursed your memory when you arc 
forced to substitute an inferior word 
just when you needed the better one? 

Many suggestions arc being offered 
as to methods of increasing one's vo- 
cabulary. Some newspapers have a 
feature column in which they present 
an unfamiliar word to their readers 
every day with a lull explanation of 
its meaning and examples of how the 
word may be used in every-day con- 
versation. Such a system would be all 
right if those who read it followed the 
advice presented and if it were pos- 
sible to suggest to the readers a word 
which is unfamiliar to all of thein and 
which is used in every-day conversa- 
tion. It would be much better if we

R. J. CLARK£ SPEAKS 
TO FiilLO^OFriEKi 




"Concepts of Matter and 
Energy" Subject of 
Address 



The members of the Philosophical So- 
ciety were fortunate enough to hour at 
their regular meeting last night a very 
informative address on the "Concepts of 
Matter and Energy," by R. .J . Clarke, 
of the Physics Department. 

The speaker spoke on the old concepts 
of matter ami energy and the principal 
objects to them. He also went on to say 
that many of the i>id ideas on the con- 
cepts of matter and energy have now he- 
come untenable and that new ones have 
taken place. 

The older ideas were faiiiy well de- 
veloped at the time of Newton, and they 
continued to be believed until the 20th 
Century. One of the oldest theories be- 
ing that of the construction of matter. 
The essential of this theory being that 
matter is not continuous, but it divided 
into certain parts. About 1800 there 
arose a new theory dealing with the 
atom. Then we. learn that matter is 
indestructible. All phenomena being 
due to mass in motion. 

Then later on, the speaker went on to 
say that the concept of energy was ex- 
tended to lake in the energy of heat. 
The "conservation of energy'' is that the 
sum total of energy in the universe is 
constant, and that it eaiinot be decreased 
or increased. 

At the close of the IVth century there- 
were two fundamental entities, namely, 
matter and energy. So at this time 
matter and energy in connected with all 
phenomena. 

There are four consequences of the 
mechanical theory: — 

Units of mass are everywhere equal ; 

Units of mass must be hard and in- 
. clastic; 

All atoms arc inert ; 

All energy is kinetic. 

It is only recently that the physicists 
have really began to know something 
about magnetism and electricity. For 
about the middle ni die nineteenth cen- 
tury the only thing known about iltcni 
was that certain bodies would give off 
sparks and if touched they would give 
you a shi ick . 

Mr. Clark went on 10 saj the 
"electron theory of matter" was con- 
structed bj Thompson, and this theory 
being that all matter i> made up of 
çfèçtrons in motion. 

Many experiments bad been tried in 
order to find tb velocity of earth 
through space, but the results of these 
experiments were always negative. I tut 
these experiments did show that the 
earth has no measurable velocity with re- 
spect to the ether. Then in 1910 Einstein 
brought on his principle of relativity. 
This theory, shows that there is no ab- 
solute motion. The main thery to be re- 
membered about ibi- princpal of rela- 
tivity is that energy and mass arc no 
longer distant. Energy is endowed with 
luass and is divided up into units. En- 
ergy according to the present day theor- 
ies, has taken on the properties of mass 
and of inertia. 

This principal of relativity has had a 
great deal to do with the disappearance 
Of many of the older théorie.-. 

The chairman of the meeting thanked 
the speaker for his able address, and 
announced that the next meeting of the 
society would take place on the 21st of 
this month, and that Dr. llickson would 
, be the speaker, his subject being: "In- 
tuition in Modern Philosophy."

ount. ? 1 .80 be charged to every stu- 
dent; and that there he issued to him 
which be should secure rooters' tickets 
which he shoul dsecure rooters' tickets 
at half price. The increased attend- 
ance would, I believe cause a suffi- 
cient increase in revenue to allow 
cheaper tickets to be is.siicd for other 
sports as well. The annual sum of 
some $2.00 would not seriously affect 
the finances of the great majority of 
students. 

If tor next year the scheme were 
tried for major sports alone— it cer- 
tainly would cause no loss in revenue 
here. 1 feel asurcd it would be found 
to pay sufficiently well to warrant the 
reduction of the prices of other tickets 
in the future.

"McGill Daily": 
Sir,— In yesterday's isauc of the 
"Daily" there appeared a letter, over 
the signature fo Fred. M. Arnold, 
Science, containing an editorial from 
the "Toronto Saturday Night" of Feb. 
3rd. If this leading article had appear- 
ed in a paper of less repute, the whole 
thing would have been decidedly un- 
worthy of notice, but the publication 
in question is undoubtedly a very in- 



fluential one, and as a result, I believe] 
that Mr. Arnold's letter is causing a| 
considerable amount . of comment. 
Consequently, I would like to make a 
few statements, in connection with the 
industrial discussion at the Students' 
Conference, showing that the state- 
ments appearing in the "Saturday 
Xight" arc uncalled for, unjustified, 
and extremely inaccurate. 

To one who closely followed the dis- 
cussions at the Toronto Conference, it 
is easily seen that the editorial writer 
of the paper to which 1 have already 
referred was blissfully ignorant of the 
subject upon which he was writing, 
and moreover, was evidently suffering 
from an extreme bias (which is very 
infortunate). The result has been a 
shining example of editorial mediocrity 
! might even say imbecility, but 
that is a bit harsh. However, among 
those who did not have the good for- 
tune to be present at these student 
;al he rings, there is a tendency to ac- 
cept the "Saturday Night's" editorial 
.! its face value and relying upon this 
publication's high repet ition actually 
believe that the statements made 
therein arc true. 

Let me point ou; a few of the falla 
cie- and several of the glaring errors. 
l'Ile second sentence state. : ."Several 
hundred young men, from various 
points, attended." This is glaring 
error number one, fon the writer — due 
probably to his lack of information— 
has forgotten the several hundred 
•.oiiiig ladies', who attended. Second- 
ly: "I am iinornnd." states our ingen- 
uous, though misled, friend, 'that 
there was a wholesale condemnation 
of those present of our industrial sys- 
tem. It was just wiped off the map." 
What utterly senile and ludicrous roll! 
The whole Conference, including the 
uilustrial discussion, was featured by 
i remarkable spirit of sanity, the ouly 
.lesirc being the betterment of the pre- 
sent conditions, tin- improvements to 
be brought about by unobtrusive and 
unwarlikc methods, through sound 
thought and reasoning and a greater 
tppreciat ion of the problems involved. 
There was no blood and thunder ami 
red rag insanity, with the exception 
of one or two, out of a total of about 
seven hundred. 1 do not think that 
this percentage is disproportionate. 

The Rev. Mr. Thomas, it is claimed, 
dso stated that the industrial sys- 
em's "inventive and its methods were 
alike repudiated." This is in part 
true, and those who think, or at least 
try to think, realize that the present 
conditions are far from ideal. The pre- 
sent social order was criticised, but 
wholesale abolishment was never "ad- 
vocated. It was thought, however 
bat a better spirit of co-operation be- 
tween the ranks of labor and capita' 
vould be an excellent thing for the" 
country, in particular, and for the 
world at large. It is needless to say 
hat excessive profits, ranging any- 
vhere up to two hundred per cent 
and over, came in for n certain share 
of condemnation. The need for re- 
garding the personality of the laborer 
was also emphasized. Who would say 
otherwise? 

The article also states, and this is 
■a further example of a man groping in 
the dark: "There you are, a lot of 
immature youths, without practical 
.•xperience, mostly from the farms, 
condemning wholesale and with no 
nowledge of the facts, the only sys^ 
em of industry,'' and so on, and to 
on, to a typical conclusion. 1 would 
like to say that most of the "imma- 
ure youths" were advanced college 
students, some being graduates, and 
hat practically all who spoke on the 
industrial question, had had plenty of 
"practical experience." I also am fair- 
ly convinced when I say that it would 
be a very safe wager to lay ten to 
one that there were many "immature 
youths" present, who know more 
j about the economic theories of Adam 
Smith than does our satirical and 
sceptical journalistic friend. 

It may be well to state here that ex- 
perts never joined in the student dis- 
cussions, 'but that they delivered ad- 
dresses before the meetings were 
thrown opu for student opinion. Such 
men as Professor Mclvcr and Premier 
Drury spoke on the economic and in- 
dustrial situation. 

Dr. Salem Bland and Rev. Mr. 
Thomas are also accused of being 
■idealists" and "theoretical windbags.' 
As a matter of fact these two gentle 
men said very little during the confer- 
ence and they were not active leaders 
in any discusion, as far as I know. The 
man who attacks Salein Bland is do 
iug a great injustice to himself and to 
his readers, for that great old man, 
with his kind fatherly face and bis 
white hair, is a great thinker, who has 
not allowed his ideas to become crys- 
tallised and stagnant and above all 
things he knows how to preach "ser- 
vice" and how to follow out the gospel 
he preaches. If those who read this 
letter do not care to take my state- 
ment about this (for 1 have heard 
Salem Bland on only three or four oc- 
casions, and do not know him per- 
sonally) ask the people who KNOW 
1 think that there will be general sat- 
isfaction. Those at Conference never 
preached the parasitical doctrine of 
living upon the earnings of others, for 
it must be remembered that those in 
attendance were not eccentric and 
peculiar freaks, with radical and Bol- 
shevistic tendencies. They were mere- 
ly college students, drawn from all 
ranks, classes and faculties, who were 
earnestly trying their best to investi- 
gate the great national and intena- 
tional problems — trying to see the way 
to a better social order and a more 
peaceful and perfect world. 

I tear, sir, that I have taken an un- 
warranted amount of space, but I 
trust that thin will answer some of the 



questions that have undoubtedly aris- 
en, through the publication of yester- 
day's letter by "One Who Expects 
to Work for a Living."

The game is going to be a decidedly 
close one, and the team will need our 
support, so let us give them every bit 
of it. 

Not only has the Undergraduate 
body showed lack of interest in the 
hockey, but in all activities in general 
— proven by such glaring examples as 
the Student Society Meeting and B. 
W. F. contests. 

The worries of Christmas examina- 
tions are now over, each one of us 
have our time for recreation, like- 
wise at least a hidden interest in our 
activities. So let us devote recreation 
time to our undergraduate activities, 
and everything will be bound to sail 
smoothily and enthusiastically
